2 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1 -6, 9,11-1 7, 20 and 22 appears not to be new in the sense 
of Article 33(2) PCT. 

2.1 Independent claim 1 does not fulfil the requirements of Article 6 PCT because it is 
unclear. The expressions "a segment having a positive/negative velocity" (see p. 14, 
I. 10-11) do not have clear meaning. The applicant probably refers to the beam 
velocity as mentioned in the description (see p. 9, 1. 14-15). It is also not clear what 
is meant by the "distance of a segment" (see p. 14, 1. 11-12). Probably here length 
of a segment \s meant. Finally, the sentence 

"wherein a first distance of at least one of the at least one first segment or the at least 
one second segment is smaller than a second distance between the first and second 
points" 

appears not to define any additional technical restriction. The first and second 
segments are comprised in the scan along a path from the first point to the second 
point. Therefore, by definition the first and second segments are shorter than the 
distance between the first and the second point (except if one of the segments could 
have length 0). 

This lack of clarity notwithstanding, the subject-matter of claim 1 appears to be known 
from document D1. This document discloses (the references in parentheses applying 
to this document):

2.2 The attention of the applicant is drawn to the fact that the subject-matter of claim 1 
is also known from document D2 (see passages cited in the search report). This 
document also discloses a saw-tooth profile (see p. 1 1 , 1. 7-14 and fig. 3). 

2.3 Independent claim 1 2 defines a method comprising the steps carried out by the sub- 
units of the device defined in claim 1. Document D1 also the discloses the 
corresponding method (see e.g. title) and therefore, the arguments provided under 
point 2.1 can be applied mutatis mutandis to the subject-matter of said claim 12. 

Document D2 also discloses the corresponding method (see claim 2). As a 
consequence, claim 12 is also not novel in view of D2. 

2.4 The additional features of dependent claims 2-6, 9, 11, 13-17, 20 and 22 are 
disclosed in document D1 . The corresponding reasons are the following:
